You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in the Village of North Stratford on Tuesday, 
the tenth day of March next, at 10:00 o’clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To elect a Clerk, Treasurer, and one or 
more Auditors for the ensuing year. 

2. To elect one Selectman to serve for three 
years and all other necessary Town Officers. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
serfices of Delia B.- Hapgood as Public Health 
Nurse and to raise money for the same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the highway on Meridan Hill from the town line on 
the Craggy Place, so-called, to the end of the road 
at the place now owned by Don W. Stevens, subject 
to Chapter 79, Public Statutes of New Hampshire, 
on discontinuance of Highways subject to Gates and 
Bars.

HEALTH REPORT 


Official Visits made by Public Health Nurse, 
Delia B. Hapgood: 


Nursing Care Visits 735 
Obstetrical Visits 19 
School Visits 185 


In submitting my annual report, I am giving 
above the number of visits that have been made. In 
addition to these, the school visits embrace the num- 
ber of times I have attended the schools in session 
but at that time have been able to make many exam- 
inations of individual pupils and also have called at 
their homes to treat them afterwards. These last 
mentioned are not tabulated. 

The visits enumerated are intended to be those 
for which fees are charged and in many cases are 
paid. I am still serving the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. for which they pay at the rate of 60c 
per visit. 

In addition to my regular work I have made 
many visits for the Coos County Children’s Aid 
& Protective Association, and have made one trip 
to Boston in the interests of the Townspeople and 
the Association. 

Total collections for services during the year 
from the people amount to $388.00. In addition to 
this the N. H.-Vt. Lumber Co. pay an annual vol- 
untary assessment of $250.00. 

One thing appeals to me very strongly and 
that is the needs for a Dental Clinic. If this could 
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be brought about it would be of great benefit to the 
children of the schools and the expense would not 
be excessively burdensome on the townspeople. I 
have also noticed in examinations of children that 
several of them are suffering from infected tonsils 
and adenoids. 

My territory includes the entire town of Strat- 
ford and covers the schools in the Eastern part of 
the Town, Stratford Hollow and North Stratford, 
and I answer many out of town calls.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The following items regarding our schools may 
be of interest to some voters: 

In accordance .with the action taken by the 
voters at the School Meeting in 1930, courses in 
Manual Training and Domestic Arts were intro- 
duced at the beginning of the present school year. 
This necessitated the purchase of about $500 worth 
of equipment and the employment of one more 
teacher. Mr. William G. Hooper was engaged to 
devote one-half of his time to Manual Training and 
the other half to teaching in grades seven and eight. 
Miss Tarr is looking after the work in Domestic 
Arts. Thus far the courses seem to be working out 
very well. Work of a very creditable nature is be- 
ing done both by the boys and by the girls. To ap- 
preciate this work, parents should visit the classes 
and see for themselves just what is being done. 

This year we are attempting to do more with 
instrumental music than we have done in the past. 
Mr. Gardner Wentworth of Lancaster comes to the 
North Stratford building one day each week and 
gives individual instruction in playing various in- 
struments. He also spends some time working with 
the orchestra group. The results being obtained 
ere very gratifying. 

This year we are trying out a more extensive 
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testing program in grades three to eight, than we 
have used in past years. The Columbian Tests are 
being used. The tests are prepared by experts and 
sent to us each month during the school year. Since 
tests of a similar nature were given to thousands of 
pupils last year, the makers of the tests are able to 
predict fairly accurately, what score a normal pupil 
in each grade should receive. These are not mental 
tests, but test the knowledge which our pupils have 
of the subjects which they are studying from day 
to day. | 

Thus far we have given four sets of these tests. 
According to the standards given, the sum of the 
median scores of each of the six grades should be 
1340. Our pupils obtained 1332.5. When we real- 
ize that the standards were obtained largely from 
pupils working in large city systems, our scores 
seem fairly satisfactory. 

While the numerical results of these tests are 
interesting, the greatest benefit derived from them 
is the establishing of definite standards for pupils 
and teachers to work towards. These tests show us 
wherein our pupils excel and just where they are 
weak. After weaknesses have been discovered, the 
teacher’s problem is to remedy them, if possible. 
Our teachers and pupils are determined that by the 
end of the year, we shall be able to say that our 
schools meet city standards of achievement in every 
subject.
